Membership 


The Executive recorded with deep regret 
the deaths of two members, Mr G.W. Douglas 
on 30 September 1985 and Mr R. Straatman on 
3 April 1987. 


Since the previous report, membership 
rose steadily to reach an all-time high of 729 
in December 1986. In January 1987, the total 
fell to 703 owing largely to 24 members being 
struck off for failure to pay subscriptions. 
Since then the total rose to 723 in July. Many 
recent elections have been of postgraduate 
students who were sent complimentary copies 
of the May issue of the News Bulletin which 
contained a list of over 253 such students with 
summaries of their entomological research 
interests. The current categories of 
membership are Ordinary Members 564, Retired 
Members 61, Student Members 93 and Honorary 
Members 6. 


NEW HONORARY MEMBERS 


A nomination initiated by Queensland 
members in May 1987 proposed the election of 
Dr P.B. Carne and Dr I1.F.B. Common as 
Honorary Members of the Society. In a ballot 
of all Councillors these nominations were given 
unanimous support (some even endorsing their 
response "and about time, too!"), The 
President advised lan of his election in early 
July and Phil's election will be announced (to 
his surprise!) at the Perth Conference. 


Australian Entomological Society 


NOMINATION OF DR.P.B.CARNE 


The citation supporting Phil's nomination 
read: 


"Dr Carne has provided meritorious service to 
Australian Entomology in a number of areas, 
His research has led to major taxonomic 
monographs of both the Rutelinae (Christmas 
Beetles) and the Dynastinae (Rhinoceros 
Beetles) of Australia, as well as important 
applied studies in the field of forest 
entomology. In the administrative field his 
wisdom, his patience, his powers of conciliation 
and his organizational ability have led to 
lengthy service of a high order as Assistant 
Chief of the CSIRO Division of Entomology, as 
well as a period of secondment as acting chief 
of CSIRO Division of Forest Research. Phil 
Carne brought these same qualities to the 
Australian Entomological Society where he has 
been the longest serving member of the 
Executive, including 18 years as Public Officer 
and two periods, totalling 11 years, in the 
vital role of Secretary. The Society has 
benefitted enormously from his experience, his 
hard work, and his unobtrusive guiding hand 
through many difficult periods". 


NOMINATION OF 
DR.I.F.B.COMMON 


The citation supporting Ian's nomination 
read: 


"Dr Common has pursued a lengthy and 
distinguished career as Australia's premier 
lepidopterist. His own prodigious fieldwork 
and his broad knowledge of both moths and 
butterflies, led to the development of the 
CSIRO Lepidoptera Collection as a_ scientific 
resource of international significance. His 
published research runs a wide path from 
elegant ecological studies on yellow-winged 
locust and bogong moth, through pure 
systematics of difficult families of 
microlepidoptera, to the much-thumbed 
"Butterflies of Australia" which graces every 
lepidopterist's bookshelf. His patience and 
helpfulness to those in taxonomic trouble, and 
his knowledge of lepidopteran natural history, 
are legend. lan Common served the Australian 
Entomological Society for three years as 
Vice-President and Chairman of the Executive 
during the difficult formative years of the 
Society and was honoured as its President in 
1980/81", 
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STUDENT PRIZE FOR EXCELLENCE IN 


This year there was a most gratifying 
response of 5 entries for the Student Prize. 
The award is based on evaluation of written 
scientific papers submitted by tertiary 
students who have not yet gained the degree 
of PhD. The judges commented on _ the 
uniformly high standard of all entries. 
However there has to be a winner and the 
judges were unanimous in choosing Mr Ross 
Lardner of 10 Malony Avenue, West Pymple, 
NSW. Ross is an Honours student in the 
School of Biological Sciences at Macquarie 
University. As winner Ross received a cash 
prize of $250 plus $500 towards his travel 
expenses to attend the Perth Conference and 
present his paper. An abstract of Ross's 
winning entry follows: 


"A gall midge endoparasite of aphids 


An undescribed species of Pseudendaphis 
(Barnes) (Diptera: Cecidomyiidae) is an 
endoparasite of the aphid Schoutedenia lutea 


(van der Goot). Aspects of the biology of the 
parasite are investigated including its life 
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cycle and influence upon the aphid host. 
Histological studies reveal pronounced changes 
in the fat body and embryos of parasitised 
aphids, Current theories explaining the 
production of histopathologies in parasitised 
aphids are evaluated. From field surveys, 
parasitisation is shown to prevent host nymph 


production, altering the age structure of aphid 
colonies." 


Biological Illustration Competition 


A total of 42 entries from 31 entrants was 
received and included some drawings which 
received high praise from a panel of three 
judges. The winner was Mr Andrew Carter of 
Canberra, with runners-up Miss T. Wawrzonek 
of Newscastle and Miss J. Trotter of 
Gladesville. Poster size enlargements of their 
entries will be on display at the 18 AGM, and 
they will be reproduced, together with notes 
about the artists, in the August News 
Bulletin. 


Australian Institute of Biology Incorporated 


As noted in the previous Annual Report. 
what was then known as the Institute of 
Biology in Australia planned to become a 
wholly Australian body rather than an offshoot 
of the British Institue of Biology. The name 
of the body was changed to Australian 
Institute of Biology in August 1986 and it 
became an incorporated association in March of 
this year. The Institute held its first Annual 
General Meeting in Canberra in July 1987. Dr 
Phil Carne, who played a major role in drawing 
up a new Constitution and in supervising the 
incorporation process, was re-elected as the 
Institute's Public Officer. A very successful 
Symposium was held in association with the 
AGM, entitled "The Australian Biota: 
Contemporary Research in Evolution, 
Biogeography and Systematics". The 11 
papers presented at the Symposium will be 
published by the Institute. 


Support for the 5th Australian Grassland 
Invertebrates Ecology Conference 

As discussed at the 32nd Council Meeting 
in May 1986, the Executive agreed to support 
this Conference to be held in Victoria in 
August 1988. The Society made a direct grant 


of $500 plus an interest-free loan of $500 
repayable after the Conference. 
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pe manising Commitees for 18th and 19th Annual 
enera eet gs 


Two excellent Committees were established 
to organize the 18th AGM in Perth in August 
1987 and the 19th AGM in Brisbane in May 
1988, chaired respectively by Dr Win Bailey 
and Miss Margaret Schneider. The Executive 
was kept informed of progress by both 
Committees and is confident that both 
Conferences will be great successes. The 
Executive will propose to the Annual General 
Meeting that the practice of scheduling venues 
and dates for AGM's for two years in advance 
should be adopted for the future. 


Increases of Charges for Publications 


The Executive decided on the following 
increases (effective as of 1 January 1988) 
necessary to offset continuing increases of 
printing costs and postage. Journal page 
charges will rise from $26 to $30 per page, 
and reprint charges from $3 to $5 per page for 
each 50 copies. Journal subscriptions for 
non-members will rise from $50 to $70 within 
Australia, and from $53 to $80 for overseas 
subscribers. Miscellaneous Publication No. 3 
will rise from $2.50 to $3.50 post paid.

Members are reminded that the reduced 
charges apply only to subscriptions received 
by the Treasurer up to list March in each 
year. 


TREASURER'S REPORT 


During the year 1986, the Society's 
financial position continued to improve as is 
evidenced by the attached audited accounts. 


In February, a further $10,000 was 
transferred from the General Account to a 
continuing three month investment’ with 
Sirocredit (previously Laboratories 
Co-operative). This had resulted in a total 
investment with Sirocredit at the end of 1986 
of $24,410. If we add to this the interest 
bearing deposits associated with general and 
publication accounts, we have ai total 
investment figure of $39,410 which is a healthy 
reserve to have in hand. 


- News Bulletin production cost $3,347 for 
the year which is equivalent to 14% of total 
income. This was slightly higher than the 
proposed figure of $3,200, but very acceptable 
and this can be offset by the increase in 
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yr from advertising which was $375 in 


The Editorial Assistant's salary for 1986 
was $4,509, a sight increase over that of 1985. 
This increase is in line with National Wage 
Case rises given to other workers and reflects 
the Executive's policy of automatic increases 
along these lines. This figure is equivalent to 
19% of total income. 


During the year $6,000 was transferred 
from the General Account to the Publications 
Account to help offset the Journal deficit of 
$6,993. Given that this increased deficit is 
caused mainly by increased printing costs, 
steps have been taken to increase both page 


charges and subscription rates to non-member 
subscribers from 1 January 1988. Details of 
these increases can be found in the Chief 
Editor's report. 


Concerning members' subscriptions, there 
appears to be a continuing figure of 40-50 
members who remain unpaid at the end of each 
year and a lot more pay very late and/or at 
the reduced rate applicable only before 1 
March in each year. Similarly, there is a 
residual figure of approximately twenty 
members who are two years in arrears with 
their payments at the end of any given year 
and are consequently removed under Section 
21(c) of the Constitution. Despite reminders, 
this situation persists and maybe this is a 
norma] situation, but it is a source of constant 
irritation to me. There is only a _ certain 
amount of chasing up that one can do, s0 
would all you slow payers please try to be a 
little earlier in future! 


Taxation returns for the years 1985 and 
1986 have shown that, for the purposes of the 
Act, the Society incurred an operating loss for 
both these years and so no tax will have to be 
paid. Unfortunately, returns will still have to 
be prepared and submitted each year, 


Our auditors, Duesburys, have once 
again done a good job in preparing the 
accounts, offering advice and preparing the 
tax returns and I recommend that they be 
reappointed for a further yearly term. 


I would also like to recommend that, in 
view of the Society's continuing sound financial 
position, members' subscriptions rates for 1988 
be the same as those for 1987.

NEWS BULLETIN EDITOR'S REPORT 


The first four issues of the News Bulletin 
produced since the last Annual General Meeting 
totalled 148 pages of text, surpassing the 
previous 128 page record for four issues (last 
year) by more than 15%. Costs were actually 
less for calendar 1986 than for calendar 1985, 
though this is partly explained by the fact 
that extra printings of the Membership List 
and the revised Constitution were undertaken 
as part of the Bulletin budget in 1985. The 
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calendar year totals for Bulletin expenditure 
since its production transferred to Brisbane in 
1982 are as follows:

Revenue from advertising during calendar 
1986 also reached a record of $555 and is 
becoming a useful dampening effect on 
inflationary production costs. The Bulletin's 
circulation achieves almost blanket coverage of 
Australian entomologists and thus is a potent 
vehicle for advertising aimed at that very 
specialised audience. Members can help by 
drawing the Bulletin, and its economical 
advertising rates, to the attention of potential 
advertisers. 


The listing of Australia-wide postgraduate 
student projects in entomology has continued 
as a successful annual feature in the Bulletin. 
In the May 1987 Bulletin no less than 253 such 
students were listed. Many who were not 
already members of the Society have joined 
after being sent a complimentary copy of that 
issue. 


During the year I suggested in an 
Editorial that the name of the News Bulletin 
could be changed to an appropriate one-word 
title if membership response was sufficient. 
Reaction to this proposal has been "mixed" and 
the matter will be discussed at the Perth AGM.

of current forestry practices on invertebrate 
communities in Australia.

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by examining the literature for records of 
invertebrate distribution and accounts of 
susceptibility of various taxa.

Nadolny, Chris 1987 (a review of conservation 
Status of rainforest butterflies in NSW); New, 
T.R. 1987 (a booklet on butterfly conservation 
produced for the 'Eltham Copper Appeal’).

REPORT OF THE ENTOMOLOGICAL SLIDE 
— i. -.- 


At last year's AGM in Tanunda the 
Committee met for the first time and discussed 
the feasibility of preparing sets of slides of 
entomological interest for general sale as a 
potential source of income for the Society. It 
was decided that this undertaking could be a 
fairly costly exercise at this time and one 
requiring a high degree of professionalism. 
Consequently other approaches were considered 
and it was decided that, with the advent of 
the Society's Illustration Competition, a card 
be produced annually which featured the 
winning entry of each year and a card series 
be developed. 


The winner of the Inaugural Illustration 
Competition was Mr R.J. Kohout, for his 
drawing of the Jewel Beetle, Stigmodera 
sanguinolenta. Unfortunately, or our 
purpose, it was learnt that this illustration 
was to be included in a set of six different 


insects cards to be sold through the 
Queensland Museum. 


Despite this setback the Sub-committee 
members still supported the concept and by 
arrangement with the Museum it was hoped to 
distribute the relevant card to the Branches 
before December, 1986. Preparation of the 
card series was delayed by a major shift from 
the old to the new building at the Queensland 
Museum and the opportunity to purchase 
before Christmas passed. 


The Queensland Museum cards measure 
15x21 cm (half A4) which are cross-folded with 
the illustration on one 15x10.5 cm half and 
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descriptive text on the other. The printing is 
black on white bond. 

I have been informed by the Queensland 
Museum that there has not been a big demand 
by the general public for the sets. It is 
hoped that an expression of support for the 
venture may be gained at this AGM so that, 
with the inclusion of this year's winning 
entry, cards might be made available for sale 
to the Society membership for their use before 
the end of this year.

NOTE 1 PRINCIPAL ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The accounting policies adopted by the Society in its accounts are in 
accordance with the accounting standards issued by the Australian 
Accounting Bodies and generally accepted accounting principles. Where 
a choice exists between two or more acceptable accounting methods the 
notes fully explain the method adopted. 


(a) HISTORICAL COST ACCOUNTING 


The accounts have been prepared under the Historical Cost Convention 
and have not been adjusted to take into account changing money values 
or current valuations of non-current assets or their impact on the 
operating results. 


(b) STOCK ON HAND 


Stock on hand has been valued at the lower of cost and net realisable 
value. 
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(c) INCOME TAX 


The income tax expense charged against operating results is based on

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PERTH CONFERENCE ORGANISERS’ REPORT 


'A beautiful campus" aie "perfect 
weather" ... "not a slide out of place” ... "an 
excellent conference" ... 


On the day set for the deadline for 
registration some two months before the 
opening of the 18th Australian Entomological 
Society Conference in Perth there were only 40 
delegates and a depressed, naive, organising 
committee; on the opening day of the 
conference there were 113 delegates from all 
states including one person from Malaysia (QLD 
22; NSW 18; ACT 11, VIC 11; TAS 1; SA 7; 
NT 2; WA 40). These numbers were increased 
by 14 day delegates. The rush over the last 
week produced acute problems with 
accommodation exacerbated by a concurrent 
international conference at the University of 
WA of over 1,500 delegates. 


Most people were accommodated at Currie 


Hall, 2 minutes from the conference venue 
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Davis, Ms A. Hill, Mr S.J. Curry (Treasurer).

which was just behind UWA's famous clock 
tower. The theatre and adjoining poster-room 
was an ideal meeting place within the older 
buildings of the campus set among green lawns 
and gardens. 


The conference opened with a relaxed 
dinner on Saturday evening followed by a 
superb audio-visual display of the slide entries 


in the very successful photographic 
competition. 
The committee had agonised over 


concurrent sessions within the conference and 
finally decided to steer contributions to the 
three main symposia within the central theme 
of the conference - "Living with Insects". 
These symposia were "The role of insects in 
conservation and biological survey", "Insect 
Reproduction" and "Threshold levels and insect 
pest management". Without too much apology 
to those who felt excluded from such a

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directed programme, most delegates appreciated 
the single-theme symposia which also avoided 
the inevitable loyalty conflict produced by 
concurrent meetings. The numbers attending 
the opening of the conference by the Hon. 
Minister for Conservation, Land Management 
and Environment, Mr Barry Hodge MLA, were 
compable to those for Penny  Gullan's 
discussion on fossorial margarodids at the close 
of the conference. 


Tim New set the style of the opening 
session with some perceptive comments on the 
inventory approach to insect survey in terms 
of habitat evaluation. The local press however 
were more attracted to Geoff Monteith's 
treatment of the problems of import and export 
of insect material. These opening papers were 
followed by a well co-ordinated series of 
papers highlighting specific cases of insect 
studies in relation to habitat disturbance. The 
insect behaviour symposium reflected the 
current emphasis on the evolutionary 
consequences of differing reproductive 
strategies in a range of insects’ from 
bushcrickets to dung beetles. There were also 
some graphic descriptions of tarantula mating 
behaviour. These papers were supplemented 
by some delightful video films during the 
poster session on the role of antlers in 
tephritid flies and some ABC footage of orchid 
pollination by thynnine wasps. Economic 
threshold for pest control provided a 
challenging theme for the applied entomology 
session on Wednesday. A number of speakers 
addressed the question directly with examples 
of threshold level determination from their own 
research. Other papers emphasised the 
difficulties of standardising control thresholds 
given the variability of the crop/pest 
relationship. 


There were 13 poster displays attracting 
constant enquiry as did the two computer 
displays, "Map-Plot" and "Climex". The more 
confined symposia style encouraged a larger 
display and this was appreciated by most 
delegates. 


Perth was in perfect form for its social 
scene. A slightly alcoholic Monday night on a 
reconstructed paddle steamer performing 
seemingly endless gyrations on the Swan River 
was followed on the Tuesday by a very 
informed tour of the Darling Scarp. Locality 


data bearing "Gooseberry Hill" will get 
repeated mention in the ANIC Coleoptera 
section. "Christmas lunch" was almost 
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overwhelming to those recovering from a 
previous night - was that really the Society's 
president or just a Father Christmas looking 
like Tom Passlow? The annual dinner was held 
in the idyllic setting of one of Perth's most 
photographed restaurants on Matlida Bay, 
overlooking the lights of Perth. Music was 


provided by an instrumental group called 
"Mostly Baroque" as a prelude to an evening 
of delightful surprises. Undoubtedly the most 
pleasant was the surprise awarding to Phil 
Carne of the distinction of Honory Life 
Membership of the Society. The prolonged 
applause for Phil's achievement from an 
appreciative membership was most evident. As 
the night wore on the committee made a 
desperate effort to avoid being "Truly 
baroque" by auctioning off T-shirts and wind 
cheaters at extraordinarily (high) prices. 


Late night drinkers at Currie Hall must 
find the committee the 1 cent difference 
between the purchase price of the drink and 
that collected in the honour box.

Minutes of 18th Annual General Meeting 
held at the University of Western Australia at 
8.00 pm on Sunday 16 August, 1987.

Apologies were received from Dr G.H.L, 
Rothschild and Dr J. Madden. 


Deaths of Members 


The President announced the deaths of Mr 
G.W. Douglas on 30 September 1985 and of Mr 
KR. Straatman on 3 April 1987. A brief period 
of silence followed. 


Minutes of 17 AGM 


The President reminded members that 
these Minutes had been published in the News 
Bulletin for August 1986 and called for 
discussion. There being no discussion the 
Minutes were confirmed (Schneider/ Clift), 


Executive Annual Report 


Copies of the Annual Report had been 
issued to members at registration. The 
President highlighted major items, and read a 
letter from Dr 1.F.B. Common acknowledging 
with warm appreciation his election as an 
Honorary Member of the _ Society. In 
discussion, Dr Ridsdill Smith suggested that 
the winners of Biological Illustration 
Competition should not be announced prior to 
the AGM; Mr Weir noted that this would 
present some _ difficulties. The Treasurer 
spoke to his Report, noting that the Society's 
assets stood at some $74,000; he referred to 
automatic upward adjustments of the salary of 
the Editorial Assistant, the program of 
investment of funds, transfers of funds from 
the General to the Publications Account and 
the freedom of the Society from income tax in 
1985 and 1986. As operating losses were 
treated as cumulative by the taxation 
authorities, the Society should remain free of 
tax' unless a very substantial profit arose in a 
future profit/loss account. The President 
summarised the Business Manager's Report 
which showed a very satisfactory balance. 
The Treasurer noted that a substantial part of 


increased publication costs would be offset by 
the increased charges for publishing papers 
and for Journal subscriptions scheduled to 
come into effect as at 1 January 1988. The 
Chief Editor spoke to his report, and advised 
that all 1988 issues would be of 96 pages; the 
Society faced substantial costs for publication 
of the 1986 Arachnology Symposium. The 
News Bulletin Editor reported that, despite 
increasing costs, the total cost of publishing 
the 1986 Bulletins was only marginally higher 
than in 1981; income from advertising had 
helped offset costs. He thanked the Assistant 
News Bulletin Editor, Regional Councillors and 
the Executive for co-operation. 


The President referred to the 
acknowledgements in the Report and underlined 
the important contributions of members as 
Regional Councillors, Editorial Board and 
Organizing Committee members, as Assistants 
of the Officers, and as members of special 
committees, The Report was adopted 
unanimously. 


The Report of the Conservation Committee 
was adopted and Dr T.R. New's contribution 
as its Convenor for 10 years was noted by 
acclamation. 


Entomological Slides Project 


A report from the Convenor (Dr J.L. 
Madden) was discussed at length, the matter 
having been referred to the meeting by the 
33rd Council meeting. In essence, Dr Madden 
suggested that the idea of marketing batches 
of slides of entomological interest be abandoned 
in favour of marketing universal post cards of 
high quality card printed on the face with 
winning entries in the Biological MNlustration 
Competition and on the reverse with an 
explanatory note. It was agreed that Dr 
Madden be requested to obtain costings for the 
production of several quantities of such cards. 
It was also agreed that the Entomological Slides 
Committee be dissolved, and its members 
invited to reconvene as a_ Promotional 
Publications Committee (New/Ridsdill Smith). 


Student Award for Excellence in Research 


The meeting noted with satisfaction that 5 
entries had been received in the present year, 
and that the winner, Mr Ross Lardner, was 
present at the meeting and would deliver his 
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paper in the Scientific Sessions. It was 
agreed (New/Marks) that the Competition be 
continued in the same form, at least until the 
19 AGM in 1988. 


Biological lllustration Competition 


The meeting noted the success of the 
second such Competition. The Secretary 
agreed with Dr Majer that the judges should 
be asked for detailed comments on the entries 
which could be provided as feed-back to 
entrants, It was further agreed that colour as 
well as black and white work should be 
accepted (Houston/Majer); the Secretary noted 
that this would require separate judging of 
entries in the two categories. 


Entomological Photographic Competition

The lepidopterists received two important 
donations of § material: David Crosby's 
(Melbourne) collection of 13,000 Australian 
butterflies and the K. Fairey Collection 
(Sydney) which is particularly strong in 
limacodids and _ anthelids.

Macleay Museum 


The Macleay has recently received a 
donation of 2000 reared moths along with notes 
(4 notebooks) and 2500 photographic slides and 
prints from Dr Don Herbison-Evans. The 
material was collected in the Manly area and 
the donation forms a voucher collection for a 
book on the material. 


The lucanid material in the Macleay 
collection has been returned by Dr Bomans 
(France) following his identification of the 
material. These beetles have now been 
curated and catalogued and anyone who is 
interested in obtaining a copy of this lucanid 
catalogue should contact Woody.

The Australian Museum 


David McAlpine took his annual leave-field 
work in Madagascar and Mauritius during May. 
He obtained a number of Hymenoptera and 


Diptera and made contact with several 
entomologists in Antananarivo (formerly 
Tananarive). His collections include over 150 
specimens of upside-down flies 
(Neurochaetidae) from Madagascar, 
representing 6 species. Only a_ single 


specimen was recorded from the area before, 
and, as the sample is undoubtedly incomplete, 
it seems that Madagascar has the world's 
richest upside-down fauna. Much was learned 
about the complex system of obtaining permits 
for research, collecting, and exporting 
Madagascar fauna, and others contemplating 
work there should discuss this with David. 


Roger de Keyzer is going on a trip to SE 
Asia to collect insects, whilst on leave in July 
and August. He will be visiting Malaysia, 
Sumatra, Thailand, Burma and the Philippines. 
In particular, he will be looking for flies of 
the families Teratomyzidae and Neurochaetidae 
and pursuing his interest in Cerambycidae. 
Whilst in the Philippines, Roger will visit Dr 
Balthazar at Los Banos to view the Diptera and 
Coleoptera collections, and also visit his 
favourite island, Palawan, where he hopes to 
find new flies and beetles. As this island's 
fauna is predominantly West Malaysian and 
poorly collected, it is indeed an interesting 
island to visit. 


At the museum the processing of material 
collected in summer in malaise and- pan traps 
which were located in the Hastings River area, 
Barrington Tops, and Nadgee continues under 
the supervision of Dan Bickel. In addition to 
this collection, a wealth of material is being 
collected by Museum Associate Geoff Williams.

IRORTHERN TERRITORY 


DID Entomology Section 


The leucaena psyllid Heteropsylla cubana, 
first found in the NT in February of this 
year, has so far not had a dramatic impact on 
its host in either the Darwin or Katherine 
areas. Although large psyllid populations built 
up in the latter part of the wet season, only 
occasional plants show obvious severe damage 
and large stands remain apparently healthy. 


In May, the section hosted a highly 
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successful workshop on tropical agricultural 
entomology, the fourth of its type and the 
first to be held in NT. 16 participants from 
Charters Towers, Mareeba, Brisbane, Perth, 
Kununurra and Darwin discussed the spectrum 
of the entomology of tropical crops in Australia 
and the biological control of tropical weeds and 
insects. A highlight of the week was a field 
trip to the Coastal Plains Research Station, a 
burgeoning cashew plantation at Wildman River 
and Kakadu National Park. One particularly 
interesting diversion was provided by a certain 
North Queensland entomologist who had earlier 
made disparaging references to 'monkey fruit'. 
He attempted to climb a sand palm only to 
crash from its crown and disappear completely 
into the long grass! There was a tantalising 
wait as the seconds ticked by until he finally 
surfaced - triumphantly clutching a few palm 
fruits in a rather begrimed hand. There must 
be something in monkey fruits after all! 


DID Weeds Section and CSIRO 


Grant Flanagan, John Gillett, Colin Wilson 
and Mark Lonsdale are all writing up their 
work of recent years, so an information 
explosion on tropical weed biocontrol is 
expected shortly ... 


NT Health Entomology Section 


'Mossie Week' was run in May this year 
by Peter Whelan and crew. The displays in 
shopping centres and rural shows attracted 
plenty of attention and provided the ento. 
branch with an opportunity to put some myths 
about mosquitoes to rest. 


The ideal survey conditions provided by 
the early dry season allowed several more field 
trips to be completed. David Booth and Graeme 
Dobson surveyed mosquito breeding areas in 
the Finniss River region, 100 km south-west of 
Darwin, and also at Jabiru, in Kakadu National 
Park. Wendy Kelton took up the challenge and 
found the source of mosquito breeding at 
Batchelor. Graeme Dobson travelled _ to 
Mandorah and brought back many mosquitoes, 
including some Anopheles farauti No. 3 (the 
most westerly collection of that species). 


Peter presented a report on mosquito 
vector control in the Northern Territroy at the 
National Disease Control working group on 
vector control in Canberra in May. He also 
visited Katherine in June to advise on aspects 
of abattoir waste disposal with regard to 
mosquito breeding. He took a well deserved 
break in July and was last heard of suffering 
from the cold at the Gold Coast.

Mali has just completed a report on a 
survey of insects of the Bullita area which 
formed part of ‘Operation Raleigh' activities in 
the Top End during 1986. 


He has also had a number of visitors in 
recent months. Brief calls were made in May, 
by Harry Fay of QDPI, Mareeba to look at 
fruit piercing moths in the collection, and in 
July by Mark Harvey and Alan Yen, both of 
the Museum of Victoria and interested in 
arachnids and psyllids respectively.

OVERSEAS NEWS 


UAPAPUA NEW GUINEA 


Don Sands from CSIRO Entomology, 
Indooroopilly, Brisbane visited Madang in mid 
July investigating natural enemies of the fruit 
piercing moths Othreis fullonia (Clerck), O. 
materna (L.) and Eudocima salaminia (Cramer). 
This is in conjunction with a new project 
begun in July 1986 by CSIRO in Brisbane. 
The objective of the project is to document the 
identity and importance of natural enemies of 
fruit piercing moths in Australia, Papua New 
Guinea and the South Pacific region. 


It is hoped that specific natural enemies 
will be found which may be useful as 
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biocontrol agents. In addition the distribution 
of parasitoids could be manipulated within the 
region, for example transferring species from 
one island to another or to the Australian 
mainiand with minimal risk to indigenous moth 
species. However, these procedure can not be 
implemented without knowing the details of the 
natural enemies' host range and their impact 
on moth populations in their native habitat. 


While in Papua New Guinea Don also 
investigated the Leucaena psyllid problem in 
the country. The Department of Agriculture 
and Livestock hopes to import an encyrtid 


wasp parasite, Psyllaephagus nr. 
rotundiformis, from Hawall : previous 
propos to import the coccinellid Curinus 


coeruleus has been dropped as the insect Is a 
general predator. 


The Papua New Guinea Department of 
Agriculture and Livestock entomology section 
has been without a taxonomist since October 
last year. The department's insect specimens 
are now being sent abroad particularly to CIE 
in London for identification.

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CONSERVATION CRISIS FOR ELTHAM COPPER BUTTERFLY

Never in the history of Australian 
entomology has a butterfly received so much 
public interest concerning its conservation and 


preservation as has the Eltham copper, 
Paralucia pyrodiscus lucida (Lepidoptera: 
Lycaenidae). The Eltham copper has received 
considerable attention from influential 
politicians in recent months. The issue is the 
first major attempt to save a_ threatened 


butterfly in Australia, 


An endangered subspecies of the dull 
copper, the Eltham copper is presently known 
only from two disjunct populations; the Eltham 
district near Melbourne, and the Wimmera of 
Western Victoria. The Eltham population 
currently faces local extinction, Only seven 
relic colonies are now known to remain, but all 
are threatened by habitat modification through 
urbanisation and weed invasion. A large sum 


of money ($1 million) is urgently needed to 
protect this suburban population, 


The two largest colonies, discovered in 
January this year, occur on a 14.2 ha block of 
residential bushland (valued over $2 million) 
which was to be subdivided into 71 housing 
lots. These colonies, which have become the 
focal point in this conservation issue, were 
found only weeks after the Eltham Council 
formally approved subdivision. 


In a desperate bid to halt development of 
the land, a deputation led by Mrs Pauline 


Toner (Member for Greensborough) and Mr 
David Cameron (biologist and environmental 
activist), approached tthe Minister for 
Conservation, Forests and Lands (CF&L), Mrs 
Joan Kirner, on March 25th seeking a 
moratorium on development until a strategy to 
protect the colonies had been formulated, It 
was believed that if subdivision proceeded the 
colonies would be destroyed and the Eltham 
copper would almost certainly become extinct - 
the first butterfly to have knowingly become 
extinct in Australia. 


Protection of the Eltham copper has 
important ramifications for the preservation of 
urban populations of all species, and the 
preservation of all native species in Victoria, 
including invertebrate subspecies, as _ it 
provides a major test case for the State 
Government's Native Flora and Fauna 
Guarantee, a policy promised several elections 
ago. 


A four week "freeze" on development of 
the land resulted from the deputation. 
Environmentalist's within the Eltham Council 
succeeded in delaying development by 
deferring approval on construction plans, to 
April 27th, giving time for the Government, 
the developers Esanda Finance (subsidiary of 
ANZ Banking Group) and conservationists to 
explore various options and find a solution for 
saving the colonies. 


On April 10th a public meeting, chaired 
by Channel 10 newsman and environmentalist 
Mr Rob Gell, was attended by more than 250 
people at the Eltham Community Centre. Local 
politicians, entomologists, environmentalists 
and artists addressed the meeting. The need 
to create a butterfly sanctuary for the 
threatened colonies was discussed, The 
various options considered included a land 


swap with the developer; outright purchase of 
the land, by the State Government or by 
corporate sponsorship; and restructuring of 
the subdivision to create a corporately - owned 
environmental living zone. It was emphasized 
that relocation of the colonies through captive 
breeding programmes was not a feasible option 
due to the butterfly's specialised ecology. 


At this stage the Government was 
reluctant to intervene, largely due to the price 
tag attached to the site, but also because little 
was known about the butterfly's status and 
ecological requirements. Ms Kirner referred 
the issue to Mr Jim Kennan, Minister for

Planning and Environment, who indicated that 
the matter was to be resolved between Eltham 
Council and the developer Esanda. However, 
Eltham Council did not have the financial 
resources to secure the land and were 
pressuring the Government to act quickly. 


In response to this pressure, CFaL 
commissioned respected entomological 
consultant, Mr David Crosby to investigate the 
butterfly's conservation status, with the view 
of finding further colonies and to determine 
which colonies would be best to conserve to 
guarantee the butterfly's long term survival. 
Mr Crosby was to report his findings back by 
April 27th. 


When Esanda had a statutory right to 
proceed with development on April 28th, a 
solution was reached between the State 
Government, Esanda, local politicians and the 
Director of the National Parks and Wildlife 
Service, Mr Don Saunders, to "freeze" 9 lots 
(one colony) until February next year, giving 
the butterfly a partial reprieve. Mrs Kirner 
said the decision followed the recommendations 
of the report prepared by Mr Crosby. The 
developer agreed to reschedule work by 
developing on only 17 lots (stage 1) and delay 
construction on all other stages. They also 
agreed to fence the 9 lot area supporting the 
colony to reduce disturbance of the site. 
Esanda sought no reimbursement for the costly 
delay and must be highly commended for their 
sympathetic co-operation. The land swap 
proposal, which was supported by the 
developer, was rejected by the Urban Land 
Authority. 


Mrs Kirner also announced that a public 
appeal would be launched to raise $1 million, 
the minimum amount needed to purchase the 
area of land supporting both major colonies. 
The appeal was to be led by Mrs Toner and 
the amount would have to be raised by 
Christmas this year. The community would 
have to decide if it would pay to save the 
Eltham copper from extinction, 


Conservationists strongly criticised the 
Government's "reprieve", describing the 
decision as a sell-out. Both the Directors of 
the Australian Conservation Foundation, Mr 
Phillip Toyne, and the Conservation Council of 
Victoria, Mr Michael Hogan, expressed concern 
that the reprieve was inadequate and accused 
the Government of ignoring the 
recommendations of the appointed consultant, 
and of backing out of its Native Flora and 
Fauna Guarantee, Mr Crosby found no 
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additional colonies during his field survey and 
recommended that the two major colonies 
threatened by housing development required 
protection: "Unless the major site is retained 
intact there is a high degree of probability 
that the Eltham copper butterfly will become 
extinct in the foreseeable future". Mr 
Crosby's report concluded that to preserve the 
butterfly the best option was to withdraw 62 
lots, not 9 lots as indicated by the 
Government, 


Conservationists also criticised the public 
appeal, saying the amount of money needed to 
be raised was beyond the reach of the 
community. ACF encouraged the Government 
to resume talks with Esanda with the aim of 
conserving more land to provide an adequate 
buffer zone, and to commit finance towards 
purchasing the iand. 


A second, urgent public meeting, 
attended by over 150 people, was then held at 
the Eltham Community Centre on May 14th, 
The meeting was addressed by Mrs Toner, who 
highlighted the need to raise money, and Mr 
Cameron, who outlined the conservation options 
and recommendations of Mr Crosby's 
unpublished report. At the meeting an appeal 
committee was established calling itself the 
Eltham Copper Butterfly Support Group, 
chaired by Mrs Toner and with Mr Malcolm 
Harrop as president. Mr Warwick Forge, 
Director of the Victorian Conservation Trust, 
authorised the appeal and expressed the 
Trust's willingness to support the fund raising 
campaign. The intention of the ECBSG is to 
buy as much of the land as possible to create 
& permanent sanctuary for the butterfly. The 
group's aim to "To take all action necessary to 
preserve the Eltham Copper Butterfly by 
initially launching an appeal for $1 million". 


Meanwhile, with growing public interest 
and support for the butterfly, Eltham Council 
proposed two incentives to raise money. One 
was 4 land swap offer (cleared land valued at 
$220,000) to the developer, provided that the 
Government matched this offer by purchasing 
land supporting the colonies at twice the 
value. The other move was a $10,000 
contribution towards the appeal and the 
organization of a public art auction, to be held 
at the Eltham Community Centre on August 
16th. A number of local artists are currently 
preparing works, and famous artists Mr Clifton 
Pugh and Mr Neil Douglas have already 
donated works valued at $1,000 each, 


The land swap offer, although supported 
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by Esanda, was not welcomed by the State 
Government. However, on May 15th Mrs 


Kirner announced the generous promise of 
$250,000 as the Government's contribution 
towards buying back some of the habitat. 
This still did not satisfy some, particularly 
Cr, Alan Baker who insisted that the Council's 
land swap offer was only conditional at a 2:1 
ratio. 


By late May time was running out. A 
decision had to be made soon as to whether 
Esanda could begin development of the land. 


On June 3rd a compromise was reached 
between the enormous cost of buying the 
butterfly habitat and the financial needs of the 
developer. Eltham Council and Esanda agreed 
to redirect some of the development on to 
council land (7 lots) valued at $125,000. The 
Council's decision matched the Government's 
formal offer of $250,000 at a 2:1 contribution, 
and allowed Esanda to generate some short 
term income, However, some development 
(stage 1, which began on July 20th) was to 
occur next to the largest breeding colony, 
The Assistant Managing Director of Esanda, Mr 
Chris Betts, Eltham Council and biologists 
agreed to widen the boundary of this colony 
(to 15 lots or 1.5 ha), thereby providing some 
buffer. The area will be temporarily excluded 
from development until next year, during 
which time $250,000-$500,000 will need to be 
raised to secure the land as a butterfly 
sanctuary . A further $250,000 will be 
required to buy land supporting the other 
colony. Unfortunately, if the major colonies 
are saved they will be isolated and separated 
by houses, | 

During 28-31 July Greensborough 
Shopping Center will stage a promotion 
campaign to raise money for the Eltham 
copper. The Centre's Marketing Manager, Mr 
Martin Noonan, has allocated $5,000 towards 
organizing displays and general information for 
the public. The promotion will include an 
informative display prepared by Mr Cam 
Beardsell which was used during an open day 
at the Arthur Rylah Institute for 
Environmental Research on May $list as part of 
World Environment Day activities week. Mrs 
Kirner will present a cheque for $10,000 
towards the public appeal at the Centre on 
July 28th. Dr Tim New, author of a new book 
"Butterfly Conservation” and Mr Doug 
Western, co-author of another newly released 
book "Melbourne  WNat'rally - Melbourne's 
Natural Spirit Lives" will both contribute sales 
of their books toward the Eltham copper 
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appeal. Dr New's excellent, definitive 50 page 
booklet was written on behalf of the 
Entomological Society of Victoria specifically to 
raise money for the appeal.

Only financial members of the Society who 
will be under the age of 50 years on 31

A candidate must be nominated by not 
fewer than two financial members of the 
Society. 


The proposers of a _ candidate shall 
provide the Society's Secretary, not later 
than 31 January 1988, with a detailed 
statement, including the candidate's name, 
date of birth, academic’ distinctions, 
relevant appointments and membership of 
Societies, together with a list of his or 
her more important publications. In 
addition, a statement should be made, in 
not more than 500 words, why the 
candidate merits this distinction in 
entomology. 


A Selection Panel for award of the Medal 
will be appointed and convened by the 
President, and members of that Panel 
shall themselves not be _ eligible for 
nomination, nor may they be signatories 
to a nomination. 


(e) Should the Panel recommend to the 
Executive that an award be made, the 
name of the recipient will be announced at 
the 18th AGM in Brisbane in May 1988 
and, if possible, the Medal will be 
presented to the _ recipient at that 
meeting. 


The first biennial award of a Medal was 
made to Dr J.A.L. Watson of the CSIRO 
Division of Entomology at the Society's 15th 
AGM at Mildura in 1984. The second was made 
to Dr R.W. Sutherst at the 17th AGM at 
Tanunda in 1986,

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BOOK REVIEW 

Libro rojo de los Orthopteros Ibericos (The 

Red Book of Iberian Orthoptera). onograph 
&

Much concern is being voiced by both 
developed and undeveloped countries of the 
world concerning the disappearance of their 


native flora and fauna. Most of the 
conservation effort, until recently has been 
directed at the vertebrate animals for 
justifiable reasons. Australia, New Zealand, 
the USA and some European countries have 
had some Red Book = studies oon their 
invertebrates. What little that has been done 
concerning invertebrates has, with a few 
exceptions, centred around Lepidoptera as 


indicated in the invertebrate Red Data Book of 
1983. In the present work we have a 
scholarly treatment of an entire order for an 
important part of the world. Although of 
economic concern, most Orthoptera attract only 
the attention of the specialist; they are not 
collected by amateurs and, almost without 
exception, their species have no commerical 
value. This volume presents a very effective 
argument in favour of protecting threatened 
Iberian Orthoptera. 


The Iberian Peninsula is an area of 
considerable biogeographical, ecological and 
taxonomic interest because of its position 
relative to the continents of Europe and 
Africa, Its mountain ranges produce 
exceptional zonal stratification and isolation. 
Under such’ circumstances’ habitats are 
numerous and contain many species with 
restricted distributions. 


The causes of the demise of most of the 
rare Iberian Orthoptera are almost entirely 
related to the activities of man. Grazing and 
habit change seem to be the greatest problem 
and this has occurred for many centuries. 
Deforestation has played a role in the 
disappearance of at least two Iberian species. 
Agriculutre, urbanization and (fire have 
generally favoured the growth of grasses 
rather than forbs and this has had the effect 
on the species composition in pasture-lands. 
The authors suggest that even fertilizers have 
had a deleterious effect on the diversity of 
plant species and, when combined with 
pesticides, have contributed to the rarity of a 
number of Orthoptera. 


The authors present recommendations for 
the conservation of each of the 41 species 
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discussed in the book. They applaud the 
CITES agreement (with which we all have 
varying degrees of sympathy!!) to which 60 
countries are party, as legislative recognition 


that over commercialization of some insect 
species is wrong. They present’ the 
nomenclatorial status of each species and 


concisely designate each in a category ranging 
from rojas (red) to blances (white) depending 
on the degree of rarity. A summary of their 


distribution and _ relationships preceeds a 
differential diagnosis. Citation of the original 
description, known geographical distribution, 


ecological preferences and period of adult 
occurrence are provided along with specific 
conservation recommendations. A large map 
with precise locality data accompanies each 
species. Colour photographs of the species 
and some of their habitats complete the book. 


Australian have largely 
rejected the idea of Red Book for 
endangered Australian insects. Instead they 
see habitat preservation of more vital 
importance in the conservation of species. See

Service is, however, compiling a list of 
threatened Australian insect species. The 


status of this project presently is uncertain 
but entomologists with a knowledge of 
threatened species are encouraged to refer 
documentation to the ANPWS. 


The authors have prepared a “neat, 
concise list of endangered Iberian Orthoptera 
which can be used easily by politicians and 
biologists alike. They should be commended 
for their efforts and have; Gangwere's 
University presented them with the Wayne 
State University Faculty Recognition Award in 
1986 for this book.
